Alien Enemies o f Citrus 
Gro ves Ca use Gra ve Fea r 


“Alien Enem ies” are not always dangerous in proportion to size, 
according to an article under 
tha t 
title 
w ritten 
b y W alter V. 
W oehlke for Sunset Magazine. 
W oehlke calls attention to a v ery 
serious prob lem that is now confronting the fruit grow ers of the 
Pacific coast states, who m ust b e perpetually on guard against the 
inv asion of destructiv e plant pests and diseases. 
The successful Inv asion of the territory in question would not 
only cripple or kill the great fruit industries of the W est, b ut it 
would result in a shortened drop of fruit for the whole country, 
which depends to a larger extent than is perhaps realized, on or­ 
anges, lemons, peaches, apricots, prunes, apples, grapes and other 
fruits from California and her sister Pacific coast states. 
This great W estern fruit orchard of the United States is worth 
protecting, and people should b e awakened to the facts concerning 
the dangers which threaten it, according to W oehlke. 
California 
has so far kept these “alien enem ies” at b ay. 
Many persons do not realize the importance of plant quarantine 
regulations, which forb id the im portation of certain foreign plants 
known to b e likely to b ring in dangerous plant diseases and pests, 
and require the rigid inspection of other plants b efore entry. 
Caused b y a tiny organism b elonging to the same fam ily as those 
which produce measles, scarlet fev er, influenza and sim ilar diseases 
in the human family, this plant disease has cost $13,000,000 in ten 
years. 
There is no known cure for the canker, which is so in­ 
fectious that the m ost drastic m easures are necessary for its control.

To the Veters of Orange County:- 


An act was adopted b y the legislature at its 
last session and approv ed b y the Gov ernor, to 
protect the pub lic b y regulating the practice 
of law. 
This law now conies b efore the v ot­ 
er b y referendum , inv oked b y certain trust 
companies which are profiting b y the contin­ 
uation of present ab uses. 
This proposition 
will b e sub mitted to you for your v ote there- 
on, on Nov emb er 7 th, under Proposition No. 
24, on the b allot. 
, - 


This law is necessary to ^protect the pub lic 
against the practice of law b y two classes of 
unauthorized persons: 
First—-lawyers, dis­ 
b arred b y the courts as unworthy of confi­ 
dence, who under the guise of office practice 
impose upon the pub lic; 
second— certain 
trust companies engaged in the practice of 
law for the purpose of securing control of 
large estates for their own profit b y writing 
wills, wherein they name themselv es executors 
and trustees. 


The trust officer who adv ises customers to 
sign such wills ob v iously is prom oting the in­ 
terests of the corporation which hires and 
pays him, ai$d is not safeguarding the m aker 
of the will. 
For no man can serv e two mas­ 
ters. 


The act expressly recognizes the right of 
any person to prepare ordinary b usiness 
agreements and conv eyances and giv e adv ice 
incidental thereto 
Any person may draw a 
deed, lease, note, contract or any other kind 
of b usiness instrum ent for him self or his 
neighb or. 
No b ank or trust company is ad­ 
v ersely affected in the transaction of its au­ 
thorized and legitimate b usiness. 


The act does not prev ent real estate agents, 
b ankers, notaries pub lic or other persons 
from 
drawing 
deeds, 
mortgages, 
options, 
leases, notes, escrows or any ordinary b usi­ 
ness instrum ents. 
Statements to the con­ 
trary are false and misleading, as any per­ 
son can see b y reading the act. 


Form WILLS, prepared and used b y these 
trust companies s show the character of this 
ab use. 
These tkills tie up the estate in the 
hands of the trust company for a long period 
of tim e; it permits the trust company to ex­ 
change securities owned b y it which may b e 
of doub tful v alue for sound securities accu­ 
mulated b y the deceased. 
In this and oth­ 
er ways it attempts to nullify prov isions of 
the law, made for the protection of widows 
and orphans. 
To doub ly secure the trust 
company’s grasp on the estate, the wills fur­ 
ther prov ide that any heir who contests the 
will or the trust shall forfeit his interest in 
the estate. 
It attempts to cut off the widow 
with one dollar if she dares to claim her share 
of the community property. 
The testator is 
thus induced to depriv e his heirs of ordinary 
safeguards which the law prov ides agginst 
the unfairness and greed of the trustee, and 
the widow and children are made dependents 
of the trust company. 


The aet does prohib it disb arred attor­ 
neys, trust companies and other unauthorized 
persons from imposing upon the pub lic b y 
carrying on the practice of law as a b usiness. 


Similar laws in force in twenty-four states, 
including New York, Massachusetts, Illinois, 
Iowa and Missouri, hav e met with pub lic ap­ 
prov al.

it waa learned today. 
The lit^e nursery on Fifth street 
has, since twelve y ears ago, when 
it w m instituted 
by the 
Ebell 
club, been a home for children 
whose mothers must feave them 
during the day, while working. 
In the first stages of its exist­ 
ence the nursery managed to keep 
going, with the financial backing 
of the Ebell alone. 
Then, when 
more and more children were left 
for care and the grocery bill be­ 
gan to mount (for a hot lunch Is 
provided), assistance was sought 
and various clubs, business firms 
and individuals responded. 
Change Imperative 
With this help and careful man­ 
agement it has been just possi&s 
to keep the 
nursery 
open 
for 
twelve y ears. 
Now that a change 
is imperative, the 
day 
nursery 
committee, and Mrs. A. H. Taylor, 
mangger of the nursery , are won­ 
dering how it Is to he done. 
It is true 
that a charge 
of 25 
cents a day Is made for each child, 
where the 
parent 
is able. 
But 
many of them are not abls, and 
money raised in 
this 
way is a 
small factor toward the upkeep of 
the nursery. 
If the mother Is un­ 
able to pay, her child is taken in 
anyway. 
Mothers of these 
children, 
for 
the most part, are women employ ­ 
ed in packing houses, laundries, 
the cannery , at the walnut asso­ 
ciation plant, and in various other 
lines where work cannot be had 
the year round. 
This 
makes it 
necessary for them to save for the 
period 
of 
unemploy ment. 
Often 
they have other children of school 
age, and it requires a good part of 
their earnings 
to keep 
them in 
school. 
Sometimes there is an in­ 
valid in the family 
who 
must 
have special 
care. 
It has 
been 
found that many of them cannot 
pay for the care of the small chil 
dren and keep up with their other 
expenses. 
Aid For Mothers 
To be sure, the children could 
be put in orphanages. 
That could 
have been done before now; but 
these are children of mothers who 
cannot bear the idea of parting 
with them. 
It is a sad thing for 
a mother to be forced by poverty 
to give up her child, and it was to 
prevent this 
sacrifice 
that 
the 
nursery was founded. 
Few persons, outside of those 
coming in contact with the nurs­ 
ery , realize the families it keeps 
together and the comfort it there­ 
by gives. 
It is certainly cheering 
for a tired mother to be able to 
call for J ohnnie or Billy or Mary 
or Grace, and have the baby all 
to 
herself 
until 
next 
morning. 
There is a purpose in life for her. 
The Ebell 
started 
this 
move­ 
ment; but the Ebell and chance 
donations cannot keep it going, in 
view of the change ordered by the 
state board. 
What can be done to 
keep this institution afloat? 
San­ 
ta Ana might do well to include 
this problem among its plans for 
civic betterment. 
This is a mat­ 
ter for a Christian community to 
cope with, and the people of this 
city should find a way to see it 
through.

Owing to the nature of the chief

and walnuts, Santa Ana employ es 
an army of women out of all pro­ 
portion to the size 
of

Couldn’t the prosperity of Santa

Riverside has a nursery. 
Long Beach has a nursery.

Continuing the series of editorials in which The 
Register offers its advice as to how to vote on the 
thirty proposals that are to appear on the November 
ballot. The Register today deals with seven propo­ 
sitions, Nos. 13 to 19 , inclusive. 
No. 13 on the November ballot is a proposal to 
fix definitely the amount the state shall pay toward 
the salary of every superior judge in the state. Now, 
the state pays half o I the judge’s salary, and the 
salary is fixed for the fudges of each county by 
a 
separate bill passed through the legislature. 
Some 
counties pay as low as $2,000, others as high as 
$7 ,000, and yet, so far as the state is concerned, the 
duty of the judge drawing $2,000 is the same as the 
one drawing $7 ,000. 
That is, he is subject to call 
to any superior court in the state. 
The state should 
stabilize this salary matter by paying $3,000 per 
year to every superior judge. 
If a county desires 
to pay more it may do so, but no county can get 
from the state more than the amount fixed by No. 13. 
It looks like a businesslike thing to do. So vote Yes 
on No. 13. 
No. 14 was drawn by the ablest tax experts in 
the state in order to correct an undesirable condition 
in relation to the taxation of foreign securities. 
At 
present stocks and bonds held by non-residents are 
carefully hidden because of an angle in the law 
that renders them subject to what the tax experts say 
is unjust taxation. 
Under this proposal a just tax 
can be collected, and the tax experts agree that the 
revenue of the state will be thereby greatly increased. 
Vote Yes. 
No one appeared to write an argument in opposi­ 
tion to No. 15 . 
Under this proposal an equalization 
measure to prevent double taxation of real estate 
held by banks and double taxation of certain prod­ 
ucts sold to a dealer and then sold again. 
It also 
writes into law a valuable principle; that is, the 
right of the state to tax motor busses and trucks on 
their gross receipts. 
This is a principle in which 
the great majority of users of good roads are vitally 
interested in establishing.- No. 15 should carry. 
No. 16 , known as the “ Chiropractic Act,” pro­ 
poses the creation of a new state board for the ex­ 
amination of applicants for 
Chiropractic 
licenses. 
While many strong arguments appear in favor of this 
measure. The Register believes that its passage would 
result in lowering the standards of education and 
training required in this state for licensing men or 
women who hold themselves out as practitioners to 
deal with the health and diseases of human beings. 
At present any Chiropractor who can meet the re­ 
quirements of the present law and can pass an exam­ 
ination given by a qualified state board, can secure 
a license, as many have done. 
The ultimate result 
of passing this act would be to let down the bars to 
practitioners who have not general 
education 
or 
training enough to pass the examination. 
That is 
something concerning which there should be decided 
hesitancy. 
Moreover, the law as proposed is nqt

further reparation whether in cash, service or any 
other form. 


This astonishing proposal may be based on the 
fall of the Lloyd George government in Great Britain. 
The Germans may figure that in the confusion at­ 
tending the shift of governmental responsibility from 
the coalition cabinet to a straight Tory cabinet, with 
an election impending that may cause still another 
shift, there will be a chance for Germany to sneak 
out of all her foreign obligations. 
France, however, will have considerable to say 
about that. 
And so, no doubt, will the new British 
government, which starts out with the declared pur­ 
pose of cultivating French friendship. 
To France, 
any such suggestion of repudiation, on top of all the 
hedging and postponement which, whether necessar­ 
ily or unnecessarily, have 
characterized 
German 
reparation so far, will be regarded as the last 
straw. 
The basing of this proposal on “ the utter collapse 
of the mark ’ will hardly satisfy 
even 
Germany’s 
American friends. 
The German government itself is 
held chiefly responsible for that collapse, because 
of its ruinous financial inflation policy. 
If the point 
is pressed. 
Germany will be accused of having de­ 
liberately planned her own bankruptcy to escape her 
obligations. 
Reparation even now can be made in 
service and goods, and should be, to the limit of 
German ability, in justice to the wronged Allies and 
for the sake of Germany’s own regeneration.

2, which is the Wright Enforcement act, proposes to 
allow California to issue bonds totaling not over! 
$5 00,000,000 for use by political subdivisions in 
power, irrigation and flood control projects. The act 
has been criticised on the ground that it is poorly 
drawn, ¿ hat it places a large amount in the hands 
of a small board without proper safeguards. 
In this 
view The Register coincides.

On e of its recen t bulletin s rejoiced in 
the fact th at the n ation al child labor law had been 
d eclared un con stitution al. 
Mr. Atwood sta rte d out w ith the assum ption th a t 
the foun d ers of our govern m en t w ere un alterably 
opposed to d em ocracy; b u t he forgets th a t m an y 
of those m en w ere train ed in the school of the New 
E n glan d tow n m eetin g, 
an ex trem e 
ex am ple of 
popular govern m en t w here the in itiativ e an d the 
referen d um w ere the basis of action s. 
T h at w as the 
backgroun d of m an y of the lead ers in th e co n stitu ­ 
tion al con ven tion ; an d the tow n m eetin g of th o se 
d ays is still held up to us b y-stu d e n ts of h istory 
as a m od el of efficien cy an d good govern m en t. 
Repeated ly the speaker sn eared at the d irect pri­ 
mary, the in itiative, referen d um an d recall as the 
source of all the evils of the d ay in our political 
life an d the political n ostrums of cheap d emagogues. 
He urged a return to the good old d ays of the con ­ 
ven tion an d the legislature whose laws were n ot 
subject to review—in other word s to what he is 
pleased to term "represen tative govern men t.” 
W ell, we have tried both systems in Californ ia 
an d that within a rather brief period . 
N ot m an y years ago, if w e w an ted to get an y­ 
bod y n om in ated fo r office, w e hum bly asked W alter 
P a rke r to p ut him on the con ven tion slate. 
If a 
com m un ity w an ted to get a law through the legisla­ 
tu re, it was ex pected to buy the votes of en ough 
sen ato rs an d assem blym en to en sure its passage. 
If you d oubt that, ask the m en who got th e Riversid e 
coun ty bill through the legislature w h at so rt of ex ­ 
perien ce they had a t Sacram en to. 
Mr. Atwood con veyed th e im pression th a t th ere 
is som ethin g very wise, profoun d an d alm ost sacred 
in the way law s are passed by a rep resen tativ e bod y 
like the legislature. 
As a m atter of fact, he w as 
talkin g “bun k.” In the average legislature the g re a t 
m ajority of the m em bers n ever read th e bills they 
vote on . 
They vote “yes” o r “n o” a s a m atter of 
trad e in ord er to get som e m easure of th eir ow n 
through or because some p arty lead er tells them to 
vote th at way. 
The P ress d oes n ot h esitate in say­ 
in g th at the average voter in C aliforn ia gives m ore 
in telligen t n n d d iscrim in atin g stud y to the m easures 
on the ballot (even when we have 30 of them , w hich 
w hich is far too m an y) than d oes the average legis­ 
lato r a t Sacram en to or W ashin gton to the bills 
he votes for. 
The fact th a t we have so m an y propo­ 
sition s to vote on is n ot chargable to d irec t legisla­ 
tion but to the in h eren t d efects in o u r state con ­ 
stitu tio n which is a cod e of law s in stead of a sim ple 
fun d am en tal d ocum en t. Twen ty-tw o of th e m easures 
on « ,the ballot are con stitution al am en d m en ts, n on e 
of w hich have an y place in a con stitution .

tim e we * shall d iscard th is state con stitution in 
C aliforn ia th at has come d own to us from the “good 
old d ays” an d fram e a n ew on e. 
Then we shall n ot 
have to tin ker w ith it evejry two years 
With all the d efects of the d irect primary, the 
in itiative, refed en rum an d recall—an d 
they 
have 
their d efects have given us better govern men t a 
greater d egree of justice, higher id eals of public 
welfare an d a more in telligen t in terest in public 
affairs than we had un d er the old system. An d If 
the Better America Fed eration thin gs the people 
of the state d esire to go back to the old regime, let 
them submit proposals for repeal an d see what will 
happen to them. 
Mr. Atwood urged that we d o n ot get as able 
men un d er the d irect primary as we d id un d er the 
con ven tion plan . 
It is in terestin g to n ot?, however 
that he d id n ot cite the stfbstitution of Beverid ge 
for New as an ex ample, an d that is a typical case 
W hat the Better America Fed eration really wan ts 
is govern men t by the boss an d for "the in terests”- 
but Mr. Atwood was n ot fran k en ough to say so 
Repeated ly Mr. Atwood attacked public own er­ 
ship; an d that criticism surely will n ot be relished 
in a city that has mad e the n otable success ¿River­ 
sid e has of its mun icipal light an d water plan ts. 
He sn eered at the "farm bloc” in the sen ate as 
mad e up of “shyster lawyers” (probably mean in g 
Sen ator John son ) an d on e 
n ewspaper 
publisher 
(presumably mean in g Sen ator Capper). He forgets 
however, that this same farm bloc gave to Califor­ 
n ia the protection it has in the tariff bill on lemon s, 
almon d s, waln uts, olives an d a score of other pro’- 
d ucts of the farm an d orchard . The people of River­ 
sid e have reason to be mighty gateful to this same 
farm bloc. 
It was a bit un fortun ate that this ad d ress w i 
d elivered in Riversid e on the birthd ay of Roosevelt 
for much of it was an in sult to his memory.
